His  learning  is 
often  ill  digested,  and  his  conclusions  still  oftener  rash 
and  unsound  ; yet,  it  is  but  justice  to  him  to  acknowledge 
that  in  his  views  of  the  philosophy  of  law  he  has  ap- 
proached very  nearly  to  some  leading  ideas  of  Lord  Bacon  : 
while  in  his  refined  combinations  of  historical  facts  he 
has  more  than  once  struck  into  a train  of  speculation  bear- 
ing a strong  resemblance  to  that  afterwards  pursued  by 
Montesquieu.”

Wood,  on  the  authority  of  Prynne,  mentions  an  edition  print- 
ed in  London  of  this  date,  in  which  several  passages  against 
Arminianism,  which  appeared  in  the  editions  of  1627  and 
1628,  were  expunged  by  Bishop  Laud’s  agents,  to  the  great 
injury  both  of  truth  and  the  author.

These  political  Tracts  of  Tj^mas  Scot  are  valuable  (inde- 
pendent of  their  rarity,  (wnich  is  considerable)  and  curious 
beyond  most  other  tracts  of  this  period,  on  account  of  the 
light  they  throw  upon  the  policy  of  the  latter  years  of 
King  James’s  reign.  The  effect  of  them  upon  the  public 
mind  at  the  time  must  have  been  very  great,  if  we  may 
judge  from  the  persecution  of  the  author,  and  the  pains 
taken  by  the  government  to  suppress  them.
